The bell, clock 
aod It* fixture* are valuable aod expen- 
sive. If they are kicked aod knocked 
about until a new bouse Is built It's 
doubtful whether tbe clock will look 
like Itself then, much less keep time 
Of course a cow bell could be used to 
convene court We lake the position 
that if the records are-belog destroyed 
aod the tower and walls are unsafe and 
that there It danger of somebody being 
killed, all of which we are reliably In- 
formed such danger does exist, that a 
new court house Is a present necessity 
aod that any unnecessary delay In 
avotdtog thl* daoger by building a new 
court houte Is felse economy Within 
the last few weeks several persons were 
Injured aod killed In the court bouse lo 
tbe cltv of Louisville by reaeon of de- 
fective portion* of tbe court house. To 
whet extern that county will be liable 
remains lo be seen. Again, there are 
those wbo say patch tbe conglomerate 
mats of patches Tbe couoty bat spent 
overt20,0001o patches for tbe building as 
ills, and what have we? losecure walls, 
an Immense over-bead weight that no 
oce cao tell just what moment It It go 
Ing to fall, bow maov It will kill nor 
who they will be; a roof that no human 
being has yet been able to keep from 
leaking; valuable records going to de- 
cay; the county oftloers scattered all 
over town aod the county renting off! 
ces, others occupying the same rooms. 
It does not pay when the necessary re- 
pairs cost more than the value of the 
thing after It Is repaired; la other 
words, It doesn’t pay to spend II 50 
patching a 12 pair of tboaa, especially 
when tbe portloos not patched are bad- 
ly worn. The times are Hush; they may 
not be so when all tbe existing county 
debt ba* been paid, besides what as- 
surance have we that tbit man trap 
will not have killed some oce before 
that time. It should be remembered 
that If the bonds are voted, only so 
many will be sold by tbe court a* Is 
neceseary to build a safe, secure tire 
proof building large enough to warrant 
the transaction of tbe couoty’* busi- 
ness which may be done for lest than 
tbe amount proposed
